In 1950 Sacramento Junior College took over the Sacra¬ 
mento County Hospital School of Nursing. The students began 
I a new course; they were now able to get a jimior college 

I degree while they became skilled in the arts of nursing. 

This course required three years of a combination of liberal 
education, clinical learning experience, and special educa¬ 
tion to prepare the students for life in their profession and 
jl the everyday world. There are still two classes in the jun¬ 

ior college imder this program. 

In the fall of 1954, the plans were laid for a new type of 
school, which came into being in August, 1958. Under the 
new plan the entire education is combined into two years. 
This makes the new school more integrated with the junior 
college program, but it requires more concentrated study to 
cover the material necessary for a girl to become a nurse. 

’ The girls in the new program have the traditional cap, and 

are carrying on many of the customs of the old school. They 
i are doing well with their heavy class load and are managing 
1 - to ttnd time for SJC activities.
